Bernice Judd, Hawaiian Mission Children's Society, is now chairman of the 
Hawaiiana section of the HLA. Ourrent Hawaiiane, the section's main project, 
is to be continued under the same publication committee: Janet Bell, Univer- 
sity Library, chairman; Clare Murdoch, Library of Hawaii, and Bernice Judd, 
Hawaiian Mission Children's Society Library. 

Volume 2 no.l of Current Hawaiiana will be issued in late June. Volume 1 
has been widely distributed and well received. ‘The chairman reports, "We have 
had cuantities of correspondence on the subject of its usefulness ..,. we really 
feel that our labors are appreciated by people everywhere who are interested in 
Hawaiiana. There are thirty-eight HLA members on our mailing list, as well as 
twonty-one local people and institutions and thirty-seven out-of-tertitory in- 
stitutions and individuals,” 

The Hawaiiana section is working on a project to help the service librar- 
tans with their requests from the armed forcés for good books on Hawaii. Last 
year Janet Bell led a section meeting on this subject and distributed a mimoo- 
graphed list of books in print. ‘The list was very helpful and requests for 
copies have been coming in ever since, but the supply was quickly cxhausted. Rc- 
cently the Hawaiiana section decided, with the consent of the HLA board, to re- 
vise the list. They are making it more inclusive and are covering not only 
material in print but some of the good books available in most libraries. ‘he 
list does not attempt to be comprehensive but is an introduction to Hawaiiana 
in the popular fields. It will be available in th. Hawniiana rooms of the Lib- 
rary of Hawaii and the University Library. 

The University Library has recently received a very important gift in the 


form of the Hagedorn bibliography of Hawaiiana. Ralph Hagedorn, a research bib- 


Biographer now assodated with the general library of the U. of Wisconsin and 


formerly with the U. of Alabama, wrked on this bibliography for years as a hobby. 
It consists of over 5000 cards, more than half of which are references to mter- 


j21 in periodicals. Mr. Hagedorn also sent his manuscript which is unpaged but 
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is over two and a heif inches thick. The card flie and nanuweript are not indep- 
grdent but supplement each other, The Uniwersity Library has not had the biblio- 
graphy long enough to check it in any way, but a cursory examination reveals an 
impressive quality of wark done. Any one wishing to consult the bibliography 
should contact Janet Bell at the University Library. 

With the assistance of all the Hawaiiama librarians in the HLA, the Hawaiiana 
room of the University Library has been working on a new project. The work cam- 
sists of ehecking the holdings of regular annwl reparts of existing local govern- 
ment departments in all libraries in the city of Honolulu. 

Those working on the project have made particular use of two lists of govern- 
ment departments issucd by the University Legislative Reference Bureau: 3) Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, Organization and functions of departments, boards and commis- 
sions.
